(Phase 2) 

On the same day or about the same time Mr. Richardson and certain 
of his officers would indicate to Colonel Tung and to selective Vietnamese 
officers and officials the suspension of payments to those projects serving 
current repressive activities. 

The burden of the CAS statements to the above officers would be

highest levels in Was hin gton. The reason for the suspension of aid to certain 

programs is that the U.S. Government cannot condone acts of repression on

the part of the GVN and cannot for one moment support such activity. 11 
2. Additional CAS Measures : (Phase 3) x 

Additional programs which can be terminated for pressure purposes 
but which do relate to the’ war effort are the following: 


a. North Vietnam Operations Program 

This program is largely mounted through Colonel Tung* s office j

which provides the major portion of the Vietnamese and Montagnard personnel ; 
involved. The annual cost in the CAS budget for FY 1964 is in the neighbor- 
hood of $880, 000. Suspension of CAS support would immediately and 
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inevitably end. all programming for the remainder of the fiscal year. We 
believe it would accomplish something else: It would be a severe blow to 
the GVN in that the GVN is most anxious to work in this way against the 
North and would remove from the over-all GVN operations plan a ^prestige 11 
program very favorably viewed by President Diem himself. 

NBi It has taken two years to mount the North Vietnam operations 

program we have now; if terminated, it would take two years £ 
to reinstate. 

b. Republican Youth : 

This is budgeted for within the CAS budget for the Strategic Hamlet 
Program. CAS would suspend or cancel payments to selected portions of 
this program in order to affect the Republican Youth Organization itself, or 
selected elements of it. 

c. Mountain Scout Program: 

The continued support by . CAS of this phase of the counterinsurgency 
program has already been questioned by CAS Saigon. The Mountain Scout 
Program was mounted in the early days of the counterinsurgency effort, 
some time before the development of the Strategic Hamlet Program and the 
Force Populaire in Central Vietnam. The original purpose was to attack 
Viet Cong elements everywhere and anywhere and damage their supply 
routes and systems in the PMS, also to contest the Viet Cong effort to win * 
over the tribes. Much of this mission has been superceded by the basic

the CIDG program. (NOTE: CAS would endeavor to maintain 
f-z i-n Scout units which, have been earmarked for cross borde 


and border surveillance operations. The CAS program for cross border 
operations entails the use of six border camps from which operations are 

launched. 

d. Long Thanh Training Camp: 

This camp heretofore used by Col. Tung as his own headquarters 
is an expensive item and it could perhaps be denied support without severely 
affecting the over-all CAS contribution to counterinsurgency. Again, CAS 
would wish to continue the training of border operations personnel now being 
trained at Long Thanh, although it might be possible to shift these to the 
North, ie. , a camp in Central Vietnam. (Others trained there are counter- 
insurgency armed intelligence teams, Mountain Scouts, border surveillance

e. Combat Intelligence Teams: 

Suspension of this item would have perhaps more of an effect on 
the over-all CAS contribution to the counterinsurgency program because 
these 18-man teams, situated in 21 provinces, carry out armed political 
action in Viet Cong areas. We could possibly suspend support of this 
activity, though we would do this most reluctantly. Its cost is $630, 000 


per annum. 
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
